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Animadverfions upon Dr. Bentiey’s edition of Paradife 
Loft, continued. 


OOK ii. Ver. 2. The wealth of Or- 
mus and of Ind.] Againft this read- 
ing the doctor objets, that ** Ormus, 
«a {mall ifland in the perfian gulph, 
‘‘ unnamed by antient poets, has no 
“ native wealth, but wuat is brought 
“ thither as a center of commerce ; 
“ and chat the words in the next line, 
« Or where the gorgeous eaft, plainiy fuppofe, that the 
« two places named before, as the author gave them, were 
« not in the eaft.”” —It gives one a juft prejudice againtt 
this criticifm, that, whilft the doctor pre-ends to correct 
the inconfiftencies of another, he falls into non-fence him- 
felf. Ormus....hasno NATIVE wealth, but wuat [or that 
native wealch, which] is brought thuher. But, not to in- 
fit upon this flip, tho’ not at all excufeable in fo fevere 
a critic; if Ormus be a center of commerce, and confe- 
quently very famous for wealth, what objection is it, 
againft the ufe of it in this place, cither that itis unnamed 
by antient poets, OF that its wealth is not natrve ? The Ara- 
bians, the bee judges of that wealth, have fo high an opi- 
nion of it, that they have this faying among ther, Jf the 
world were a ring, Ormus ought to be looked upon as the 
dixmond of it. As to the doétor’s objef&tion from the 
next verfe, which, he fays, plainly fuppofes, that the two 
places named tw this, were not in the eaft, } will plaimly 
appear prefently to Le founded upon a mitun erftanding of 
Mitron’s meaning in the firft tour lines of this book. 
However, upon this falfe fuppofition, the doctor, inttead 
of @rmus and Ind, boldly fubititutes ‘‘Hermus and Tage, 
« as twoplaces, proper for the thought, and fituate in the 
“weft,” by way of antithefis to the gorgeous eaft in the 
next line. But Hermus is a river of Lydia, in the Levant, 
which can with no manrer of propriety be called by us 
the Weft : and its wealth is only imaginary, it not having 
really any golden, but only fhining fands. And as for the 
gold of the Tagus, it is fo inconfiderable, that a few poor 
people can hardly get their living by feparating ie from 
the fand, —— But fuppofing, that both thefe rivers did 
really abound with golden fands without which fuppofi- 
tion there could be no manner of reafon for the fubftitu- 
tion of either of them in this place ; yet it unfortunately 
happens, that this very fuppofition alone is a fufficient ob- 
je€tion againft the alteration. For, as the author of the 
Review, &c. has judicioufly obferved, by wealth in the 
2dverfe is meant diamonds, and not gold ; which is ex- 
prefly mentioned in the 4th, and is there changed by the 
doctor into gem : as will more fully appear under the next 
obfervation. 

Ver. 3. Or where the gorgeous eaft with richeft hand 
fhowrs on her kings barbaric pearl and gold.| The dector 
takes thefe lines to the litcral fignification, and then is as 
barbaroufly witty upon it, as our brother WooxstTon is 
upon that of the hiftorical account of miracles in the New 
Te&ament. “ Showrs pearl and gold, as if. thofe dropt 
“ from the clouds, when the one is fetch’d from the bot- 
“ tom of the fea, and the other from the bafis of moun- 
tains.” —— Bur, pray Doétor, to anfwer you literally, in 
your own way, Might not thele precious things, tho’ 
fetch'd from the bottom of the fea, and of mountaims, be 
carried up to the fide, or even to the top ef one, and trom 
thence be thower’d down upon a perfon below. — ** And 
** what's that? fhowr’d with hands ? as if any poet ever 
“ feign’d, that the hand was the inftrument of fhowring,” 
The Reviewer has given you one inftance of a poet, who 
has feigned this ; a poet, whofe works, elpecially that in 
which the fiction is to be found, one wou'd imagine that 
you had carefully read. It is Mitton, in whofe Paradife 
Loft, v. 640. we find, Who fhowr’d with copious hand —— 
“* Showr'd gold on her kings: Dil no fubdje&s get a few 
“ drops, the skirts of the golien rain?’ Yes, no doubt, 
fome fubjets did : for eattern minifters, it is highly pro- 
bable, are like weftern, in the time of a golden rain. --— 
“ But the kings would have the worit of it,’ That is 
very likely ; tor they generally have: but this does not 
sender the common reading at all the worle, —— 
x As Tarpeia had, when fhe was ftifled ind kiii'd under 

the prefents of the Roman foldicrs.” No, no, this is 
@ miftake, their minifters would take care to fecure them 
from being flifled, or even trom havirg their heads broken 

Y fuch a precious fhower --— Bat as ridiculous as the 
doftor would reprefent a flower of this natwe, the au- 
thor of the Review gives us a very probable conjecture,

that Mitton ‘alludes here to the cufom ufed at the co- 
“ ronatione of kings in fome countries of the eaft : for 
Citxerenpin Att the Perfian, in his biftory of Timur- 
Bec (tranflated by M. Peris pe 1a Croix) fays, that 
when he was crown’d, the princes and emirs repandirent 
4 picines mains (ur fa céte quantité Vor & de pierteries 
*€ felon la coutume, Liv. ii.Ch.1. Which 1 may tranilate, 
fhower’d down gold and precious flones upon his head by 
hand-fulls, according to custom. 

But the coétor, with as much affurance asif he had Mood 
at the poet's clbow, afferts pofitively, that he gave it thus, 
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Sows on her clime barbaric pearl and gem. 


His reafons are, 1. “ The beft gems are peculiar to the 
“* Ealt-Indies, geld as common in the Welt. 2. Sows well 
‘© accords with hand, agreeably to ufe and mature. 3. Our 
** author loved thofe two words, /owing and cline, as 
eV. 0:8 
Now morn, her rofie fleps in th? eaftern clime 
Advancing, fow'd the earth with orient pearl. 


To the 1. I anfwer, that it does not fo much juftifie the 
doctor's bold alteration of this veric, as the Reviewer's ex- 
plicaion of the feeond, who tells us, that “ diamonds are 
** a principal part of the wealth of india, where they are 
** found, and of the ifland Ormus, which is the mart for 
‘© them.” As to the 2. I obferve, that ic wail as well 
juftifie the reading /ems, as fows: ‘for sews as well ascords 
with hand, agreeably to ufe and nature ; and is much better, 
according to the doéter’s way of criticiim, as being 
more capable of a literal in.erpretation, which he feens 
to think moft agreeable in poetry. To the 3. the 
author of the Review aniwers, that “ tho’ Mitton fays 
“ fow'd the earth with pearl, yet he never faid, /ow'd the 
** clime with pearl. To which I may add, that thefe two 
verfes are unluckily quoted by the doctor, to defend his 
emendation ; fince in this by clime he means a tract of the 
earth, but in thofe it fignifies a region of the air over 
it. —— In fhort, the Reviewer's obfervations upon this 
place fully confirm and explain the common reading. He 
fays, ‘* Ormus and Ind being places well known to be in 
‘ the eaft, that circumftance is not mentioned : but when 
the poet comes to {peak of pearl and gold, he mentions 
the eaft, becaufe the beft kinds of them are found there. 
Barbaric gold is an imitation of Viraix’s barbarico poftes 
auro. ZEN. ii. go4. The diftinétion is not between the 
wealth of the weft aud of the eaft; but between three 
forts of riches, all in the eaft, diamonds, pearls, dnd gold : 
and thus thefe three are join’d, v. 634, 


In pearl, in diamond, and maffy gold. 
From all which it is evident, that the doctor has pretended 


to cerrect three lines in five places, without uaderfand- 
ing even the original meaning of one of them. 


VER, 130 — —— —— That render all acce/s Impreg- 
nable |} The doctor fays, * No doubt he gave it in 
“ pradicaéle; and his reafon is, hecaufe acce/s here dees 
** not fignify the place of acecfs, but the ation of ac- 
This is only affeition, inftead of proof. In 
oppofition to which, J affert, that it may fignity here the 
place of accefs, as well as in i. 761. all acce’s was throng’d : 
and that it dees fo fignify, the epithet smmpreg: able is, I 
think, a fufficient proof. Rece/s, in like manner, de 
notes the place of recefs in v. 254. of this book. 

Ver. 196. Chrams and theje torments ? etter thefe than 
worfe.| © The/e, fays the doGtor, refers to chains avd tor- 
“« ments ; which deceiv’d the printer. For the auihor gave 
“ it, detter thus than wor/e, for they were even then loofe 
« from their chaims.” Yes, anfwers the author of the Re- 
view, but not from their torments. It was not therefore 
ihe printer, but the critic, who was deceiv’d: and it is 
the more ftrange that he fhould be fo, fince the poet does 
not here fay, Zhefe chains and torments, but Chains ana 
thefe torments. 

Ver. 296. Hard liberty before the eafie yoke Of fervile 
pomp.| The doctor here reads /azy, inftead of ea/y; be- 
caufe “ the yoke was {fo far from being thought eaf, 
“ that it was wearifom and unacceptable.” To this it 
has been aniwered by the Reviewer, * To afpiring minds 
* it was fo, but Saran | Mammon he means} here {peaks 
“ of what it was io itfelf; and in its nature it was e4/y, as 
Satan himfelf allows, iv. 45. Nor was bis fervice hard, &c. 
To this I fhall add a quotation from Sam/on Agont/tes, 
which confirms the prefent read ng, ver. 20,

The author of a Friendly Letter to the dottor has faid 
very well, on this occafion, p. 38. ‘That ‘‘ tho’ he can

But I 
aniwer, that the filence and flillnefs were made, as much 
by the latter, as by the former; being indeed made by 
neither, but, in hot countries, occafioned in the air, at 
ncon-tide; when, 2s the doétor himfelf tells us, ‘* the fun 
‘* fhining fierce, both men and animals retire to thade and 
“ reft.” But not, as he fup » occafioned folely by 
their retirement, but by the calmnefs of the wind: for, as 
the Reviewer obferves, ‘ in hot countries hardly any wind 
“* blows at noon-tide, but towards evening the cool breezes 
“ arife. Soin 393. 

Now was the fun in weftern cadence low 

From noon, and gentle airs due at their hour 

To fan the earth now wak'd, 


To the dotctor’s explication of woon-tide hour by Catrt= 
MACHUS’S pecenCovad wpae the fame ingenious author 
anfwers, that the latter ** is equivalent only to noon-bour 
* or noon-tide, and that no” one ever faid noon-tide hour, 
“ becaufe side is the fame as time or hour.” This is con- 
firmed by my learned brother N. BaiLey @iaéaoyos, Who 
under the word Tipe, fays only, Time, Spenc. {o that noon- 
tide hour, noon-hour tide, noon-time tide, and noon-tide time, 
are all expreffions equally jutt and poetical.
